THE HALF-BREEDS’ HOWL. 


The Anti-Stalwarts Secure Oon- 
trol of the New York 
~ Convention. 


Nelson W. Aldrich Elected U. S. Senator 
From Rhode Island—Massachu- 
setts Democrats. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEw YorK, October 5.—The temporary 
chairmanship of the Republican State Con- 
vention has been won after a severe contest 
by the Garfield Republicans. Intense bitter- 
ness was manifested on bothsides. Upto the 
meeting of the convention this afternoon 
vigorous efforts we made without avail to 
bring about a compromise, but the Garfield 
or half-breed Republicans displayed utter 
distrust of their opponent and refused to 


allow them any opportunity to contro! the 
convention and manipulate the committee. 
THE SPLIT SEEMS|COMPLETE, 

the bitterness on either side being greater 
than is displayed outwardly. The con- 
vention is the Custom- 
house gang, who made loud de- 
monstrations when ex-Senator Platt’s 
name -was called. Counter demonstrations 
were made by the delegates in favor of George 
William Curtis and Chauncey M. Depew. wen. 
Sharpe put forward Congressman Hiscock 
as temporary chairman,but he declined to ac- 
cept the position. Ex-Congressman Pom- 
eroy then proposed Senator Warner Mil- 
ler, Anti, amid intense excitement. The roll 
was called, resulting in the election 
of Miller by a voteof 298 to 190 for 
Hiscock, who was voted for despite his with- 
drawal. Hiscock was put forward to divide 
the Half-breed vote, as he is practically one 
of themselves. 

The victory gives the Half-breeds full con- 
trol of the convention, andis a slap in the 
face to Conkling and the new Administra- 
tion. **Any one but Miller,’ was the cry of the 
Stalwarts yesterday.

New York Republicans. 

NEW YORK, October 5.—The Republican 
State Committee assembled at 9 o’clock with 
a full attendance of members. The press was 
excluded but it learned the proceedings were 
harmonious. Chairman Platt conducted the 
proceedings with impartiality. Gen. Sharpe 
spoke in favor of Frank Hiscock of Syracuse 
as temporary chairman of the convention, 
and Hiscock was agreed upon. The selec- 
tion seemed to give general satisfaction, 
and even those who opposed the nomination 
vave in their adherence, and when the decis- 
ion was announced declared they would abide 
the result. <A better feeling prevailed among 
the delegates, and there is every reason to 
hope that the bad feeling engendered by the 
failure of the Conference Committee to agree 
is in a good part dissipated, and a disruption 
of the character anticipated has been averted. 
It was past 10 o’clock when the committee’s 
deliberations were ended. The members 
then hastened to the Academy of Music to be 
in attendance by 11 o’clock, when the con- 
vention was to be called to order. 

The scene in the Academv asthe chairman, 
ex-Senator Platt called the convention toorder 
was unprecedented in the history of politics 
in the State; indeed it might he said of the 
United States. The Academy was completely 
tilled from the auditorium to the sky gallery. 
There were several hundred ladies in the 
proscenium and artists’ boxes, and the scene 
looked more like that of a matinee thana 
political convention. At least 4,000 people 
were within the building. 

THE REPUBLICAN STATE CONVENTION 
was called to order at 11:15 a.m. by ex-Sen- 
tor T. C. Platt. The Academy of Music was 
crowded. Rev. Dr. Hastings offered prayer. 

He made atouching allusiontothe death 
of the late President Garfield, praved to God 
to comfort the widow and fatherless, asked 
that strength and wisdom be given the Presi- 
dent, and that peace and harmony prevail. 

Then followed the call of delegates. Onthe 
call of Platt’s name as a delegate there was 
an immense cheering. The nameof C. M. 
Depew, on the other side, was called a few 
minutes afterwards, and was received with 
tremendous cheers. 

Notice of contested seats was given, and the 
chairman announced that the papers would 
be referred at the proper time to a committee 
on contested seats. Atthe conclusion of the 
roll call the secretary read the call forthe 
convention. 

Ex-Speaker Sharpe in a short speech pro- 
posed Frank H. Hiscock as temporary chair- 
man. His speech wascoldly received. Mr. 
Uiscock, with considerable warmth, declin- 
ed. Theo. M. Pomeroy, from Cayuga, then 
proposed that, as Hiscock’s name had been 
proposed against his wishes, Sena'or War- 
ner Miller be named as temporary chairman. 
On this, amid great cheerinz, the ayes and 
noes were ordered. The vote resulted as fol- 
lows: Total vote, 488—Warner Miller re- 
ceived 298, and Hiscock 190; Miller’s oe goat 
108. This announcement was received wit 
long applause. Miller was then escorted: to 
the chair, and on arrwing on the platform 
shook hands with Chairman Platt. [Great 
a! mmete 

iscock said: ‘*I am most profoundly 
sensible of the bigh honor the gentleman 
confers on me in selecting me for the im- 
portant place. Nevertheless, sir, in the 
spirit of harmony I decline most positively to 
be a candidate for the position.”’ 

Ubairman Platt—I have the pleasure of in- 
troducing tothe conventfon the temporary 
chairm an, Hon. Warner Miller.” [Great ap- 
plause}. . 

Miller then stepped forward amid long 
and continued applause and addressed the 
convention. 

MILLER’S SPEECH. 

Mr. Miller said: Fellow Republicans:—We 
meet to-day a band of mourhers. After lony 
weeks of heroic suffering our loved chieftain 
has been taken from us. Heis mourned-not 


only in his own party but 
by ‘the whole civilized world. 
These universal expressions of rief 


and sympathy tell us something of the irre- 
pairable loss our country has sustained. Less 
than a vear ago he was elevated tv the Chief 
Magistracy of the Government. He brought 
to the discharge of the duties of that position 
great ability and great achievements won in 
every field in which he had taken part. He 
was a Statesman wearing the full armorof 
experience, of  wisdem and virtue, 
{Applause.} His whole life from early man- 
hood had been given to unselfish service of 
bis country, and his highest ambition was to 
contribute something to the advancement of 
the human race. The people knew him and 
loved him, and judging him from his past 
record they had every reason fo expect that 
in the discharge of his duties of the Presi- 
dency of the United States he would win new 
honors for himself and bring blessings to the 
people. [Applause.) Whilst we mourn 
the untimely taking off of James A. Gartield, 
and wiriist our hearts lingeraround the new- 
made grave upon the shores of the Western 
lake, we «te recalled by the stern activities 
ofthis world and reminded that ‘Life is real, 
life is earnes’.’’ We leave the mysteries of 
the past few weeks with that God 
who has so Wondrously guided _ this 
republic from it.< beginning, and we address 
ourselves to the iss Ues of the hour.

Massachusetts Democrats. 

WORCESTER, MASS., October5.—The Demo- 
cratic State Conventicn was called to order at 
11:25. Atthat hour there were not over 300 
delegates in the hall. As Col. Jonas H. 
French, Chairman of the State Central Com- 
mittee, appeared on the platform, he was 
greeted with cheers and addressed the con- 


vention. 

French spoke feelingly Fol 
President Garfield, who, he jeaid, 
belonged to the whole people, and 
whose death binds them in closer fellowship. 

Jarius N. Dunham was chosen permanent 
chairman. Chas. P. Thompson, of Glouces- 
ter, was nomiaated for Governor by acclama- 
tion. = 

James H. Carleton was nominated Lieu- 
tenant-Governor. A committee was appoint- 
ed to nominate the balance of the ticket and 
the convention took a recess. 

The ticket was completed as follows: Sec- 
retary of State, Gen. Michael T. Donahue: 
Treasurer and Receiver-General, Col. Fran- 
cis J. Parker; Auditor, Charles R. Field; 
Attorney-General, Gen. Patrick A. Collins. 


Capt. Howgate. 

WASHINGTON, October 5.—This afternoon 
Capt. Howgate was brought before C. S. 
Bundy, U. S. Commissioner, on a charge of 
embezzling from the United States the sum 
$94,000. Judge Bundy said as there was no 
application made by the defense to reduce the 
bail he would fix it at $40,000. Counsel for 
the defense stated that they regarded the bail 
as excessive, and _ their client was 
totally unprepared to procure it. Judge 
Bundy thereupon proceeded to draw upa 
commitment. Counsel for thejdefense have 
already drawn up a petition for a writ of 
habeas corpus. :

A BUFFALO RAID. 


Collision Likely to Occur Between the 
Whites and Redskins. 


St. PAUL, October 5.—A mounted detach- 
ment consisting of three companies of Fifth 
Infantry, under command of Capt. Simon 
Snyder, Fifth Infantry, has been ordered out 
from Fort Keogh in the direction of head- 
waters of the Red River, in order to prevent 
a threatened collision between a large body 
of whites, engaged in hunting buffalo in that 
vicinity,and a band of Yanktonia Indians from 
Poplar Creék Agency. For several weeks 


past parties from Glendale and other points 
on the Yellowstone and Missouri Rivers have 
been following up buffalo and killing them by 


hundreds for the sake of the 
hide merely, leaving behind a 
broad, well-defined trail marked 


by bieathing bones and decaying carcasses. 
As the herd has been approaching nearer the 
agencv the Indians have been oy more 
restive at the encroachment of the whites 
on their hunting grounds and this wanton 
destruction of their game and at length have 
started out to drive off intruders. The_ 
whites on the other hand, learning the hostile 
intention of the Indians, have panded to- 


gether for self-defense and are 
— to stand siege. It 
. reported about 500 men are 
engaged in the slaughter of buffalo, andin 


case a meeting should occur some hot work is 
expected, as the party contains manv old 
frontiersmen and Indian fighters and the 
Yanktonias are said to be determined tore- 
sist this raid on the rapidlv decreasing game 
on their reservatiin. The Redwater is a small 
stream flowing from the divide between the 
Missouri and Yellowstone rivers northeast 
into the Missouri near Camp Poplar. 


Run Ashore.

Glover, from Nantucket for Boston, anchored 
near the life-saving station last evening, the 
cable parted and she was run ashore. The 
crew were rescued.

A Glorious Day and Big Attenc- 
ance. 


The Grounds in Better Condition—The 
Awards—Notes and Incidents. 


The third day of the great Fair broke 
clearly and auspiciously. At dawn the rosy 
east proclaimed straight fair weather for the 
coming twenty-four hours. The promise 
of the dawn was Kept by the day, and the 
‘kies smiled a broad October smile most wel- 
come to the pleasure-seekers of the city. The 
crowd atthe Fair yesterday was small, the 
continual downpour shrinking the crowd as 
though it were so many yards of 
flannel, but Old Solthawed the people out 


to-day, and even ats o’clock they had begun 
coming at «2 pgood rate.

cars discharging in the neighborhood of 
the grounds were evidently uncomfortably 
crowded and by 10 the good days of former 
fairs were recalled.

The one interestiny feature about the Fair 
isthat the most interesting feature of it, 
Mechanica] Hall, is never ready for three or 
four days afterthecpening. The Posr-Dis- 
PATCH reporter who walked into the 
hal) to-day found & great many 


beautiful things to look upon and admire. 
Mr. J. J. Menges is the atrector of this 
vepartment and Mr. Squires the superintend- 
ent. Mr. Squires told the PosTt-DISPATCH 
representative that there were not as many ex- 
bititors im the hall at the preseat Fair as there 
were at the last, but each exbi itor was 
allotted a jarger space, and the whole floor 
and all the walls were taken. Mr. Squires 
was of opinion that the general dis- 
play here as well as on the grounds 
*urpassed all previous expositions. Manv of 
the best of the old features are missing. ‘Tne 
inagnificent Cisplay of the Simmons Hard- 
ware Company that formerly covered the en- 
‘1.e@ west wall of the structure is missing and 
the Wall looks bare. The circular and cross 
cut saws that shone upon the black velvet 
surface of the side wallsin Fair days of yore 
are only faint memories now, and there is 
ittle left in the place of its old-time splendor.

A Gang of Ruffians Tear Down and De- 
stroy a Wall. 


In the very heart of the city, between the 
hours of 10:30 p. m. and midnight of last 
night, at a point within a stone’s throw of 


the Court-house, behind the 
Laclede Hotel and opposite the 
Grand Opera-house, a gang of twenty 


red-nosed habitues of a disreputable resort 
kept on Market street, between Fifth and 


Sixtb streets, were permitted by a negligent | 


police to commit an act of vandalism that 
bas never been equaled in thiscity. The 
crime, committed probably under 
the advice of his attorney, Frank J. Bow- 
man, wasintearing down the walls of the 
new POST-DISPAICH building in course of 
erection.

Satisfied 
that the firm hsd no claim in law 
or reason to the premises, the contractor for 
the new POST-DISPATCH building was set to 
work and the erection of the rear portion of 
the building commenced.

Congress met in the gentlemen’s parlor of | 


the Laclede Hotel at 8:30 this morning and 


was called to order by President T. J. Hud- 


son. Delegates were in attendance this morn- 
ing from Arkansas, Illinois, Michigan, Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee who were unable to 


reech the city for the first sessions. The first 
business to claim the attention of the con- 
gress was the consideration of the 
membership clause of the constitution. 
This was by unanimous consent 
amended so as to make the Governors of the 
various States ex-dfficio members of the 
congress. Dr. R. D. Shannon then inatro- 


| duced the following resolutions: 


Resolved, That the thanks of the congress 
are hereby tenuered to the proprietors of the 
Laclede Hotel for the very kind attention 
freely given this body im the use of the hotel 
parlors for its daily sessions and in other re- 
spects. 

Resolved, further, That the secretary be 
hereby instructed to deliver a copy 
of this resolution to said ro- 
prietors, signed by the president 
of the congress and himself. 

The resolutions were adopted without a dis- 
senting voice. Dr. R. M. Shannon inoved a vote 
of thanks to the reporter who had kept a rec- 
ord of the proceedings, and also to the daily

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FOSSIL FOOTPRINTS. 


ders Within the Nevada Peniten- 
— tiary Walls. 
From the San Francisco Chronicle. 


e Prison of Nevada is situated in 

Eagle Valiey, whieh is »Yetween the Sierra 
Nevada mountains on the west and the Car- 
son River on the east, and 18 about a mile 
and a half from Carson City, the capital of the 
State. The prison yard is quarvied out from 
the face of one of the numerous sandstone 
hills or knolls that intersperse the valley. In 
excavating this soft, clayey sandstone for the 
ard floor a hemisphere has been cleared off 
of about 100 feetin radius. A cliff-like wafl 
is thus formed, which curves in and meets the 
line of the main penitentiary buildings at the 
eastern and western extremities. This wall, 
the parapet on which the —— make their 
rounds, varies in height above the floor of the 

rison vard irregularly from 10 to about 40 
leak according to the contovr of the hill. As 
work inthe quarry has advanced fossils of 
various kinds have been brought to light. The 
kind found in greatest abundance is the mus- 
sel or fresh-water clam. The presence of this 
fossilized shellfish, however, has exerted no 
special interest, as it is found alivein the 
Carson River, but ashort distance from the 
quarry. Petrefactions of pine cones, of 
worms now living in the neighborhood,and of 
indigenous sagebrush and greasewood are 
also found in considerable numbers and pre- 
served inform. Occasionally immense bones 
have been dug outof the rock, but no care 
has been taken to preserve them. {Not one of 
these can now be had—which is greatly to be 
regretted, as afew of these mammoth. fossil 
remains might be of important aid as sup- 
plementary data to determine the nature of 
the prodigious beasts that made certain tracks 
in the prison yard. 

It cannot be expected that convicts would 
know much about or care much for such 
things: and untilthe advent of the present 
warden, William Garrard, the officers of the 
Penitentiary have felt hardly more interest in 
the subject than the prisoners themselves. It 
may be, however, that these valuable speci- 
wnens, so full of suggestions to the scientific 
inquirer, have been aliowed to disappear 
partly because their preservation is not alto- 
gether an casy matter. Some of the fossils 
jately extracted must be treated with the ut- 
most care to prevent their crumbling, the 
sand-stone in Which they are found being 
damp and sour when firstdug up and falling 


to pieces when made dry by 
exposure’ to the air. Some _ mar- 
velous stories are told by the _ convicts 


who have been working in the quarry for the 
past ten years. They tell of one bone of 
some monstrous animal that roamed these 
regions untold ages ago, that Was as thick as 
a large man is across the shoulders. Seem- 
ingly incredible onits very face and having 
its originin such a questiona le source of 
authority, this story would not be listened to 
were it not that signs exist which make it 
probable that, after all,they may be telling 
nothing more than the unvarnished truth. In 
the State Museum at this place there is a per- 
fect shank bone of some extin'‘t cow or horse 
of which nothing is known in tbe earliest his- 
tory of **Washoe.’’ 

But tosubstantiate (in speculation, at any 
rate) the traditions of the Venitentiary, | 
shall give you a description of what, so far as 
Il have been able to learn, are probably the 
most remarkable fossil tracks ever yet dis- 
eovered. A ladyvtouristfromthe E ust, who 
was very lateiy investigating objects of scien- 
tific interest on the Pacific coast,was so much 
impressed with the scientific importance of 
what she saw here that she ordered plaster of 
paris casts made of the imprints at her own 
expense. These have been made and sent to 
her at Louisville, Ky., where, no doubt, 


they will give rise to much 
learned furore. The megatheran 
footprints are mearly circular in out- 


line and bear no resemblance to the track 
made by any known animal that I am aware 
of except that ofthe elephant. And this re- 
semblance is in shape only, the former b2ing 
immenscly larger than the latter. The tracks 
are seven in number—that is, there arg seven 
that are visible. How many more might be 
found can hardly be speculated upon, as they 
terminate with the walls of the quarry. They 
are made in a seam of What was plastic sand- 
stone long ago, or mud which marked the 
interval of two strata of native rock, and they 
make animpression fron aninch and a-half 
‘o two inches deep. They are nearly round, 
ind measure a shade more than twenty-four 
nches in diameter. 

1 measured these tracks and found the 
steps of the great beast to be quite regularly 
taken. The distance between any two suc- 
<epssive track on either side is eight feet; the 
distance between the foremost and hindmost 
a any set of four tracksI find to be fifteen 
feet: hence the maker of the tracks cannot be 
tess than twenty feetinliength. It also must 
have been a quadruped, as the tracks forming 
’ double of direction are wide 
apart, live feet two inches. trans- 
versely from the outer lines of the impres- 
sions; the biped making tracks almost direct- 
i, one in front of another. I examined an- 
other kind of fossil tracks on the ground 
joor of the prison vard which are hardly less 


remarkable. These are numerous, and ex- 
tind conspicucusiy across the yard, ex- 
cept Where in places they have been 


obliterated by other footprints, those of 
ihe Nevada jail birds. Inshape, but not in 
size, these bear astrong resemblance to the 
human foot. ‘They sink deeper into the 
clayey mud than the others by a half-ineh. 
Across What may be ealied the bal! of the foot 
the measiire is I1'>, aero3s the center 9 
inches, and across the heel 7 inehes. From 
ihe center of the foot to the bulge of the heel 
there is an mWward curve (as of the instep) 
the narrowest part of which measures 5 
inches across. The transverse distance he- 
tweentwo parallel lines marking the outer 
limits of these tracks is 2 feet 6 inches: 
hence this monster a'so must have been of the 
four-footed sort. The prison vard is marked 
by anumber of other imprints, the most not- 
iceable of whichis that Of a mammoth four- 
ioed water-fowl. The track made is rectan- 
sular, the measure 10 inches on either line. 


Restaurant Life.

New Yorkers in London oftentimes wonder 
Why therestaurants there are so indifferent, 
but the fact is easily explicable. It is simply 
because they are very little frequented by the 
Wealthy classes having cultivated palates. 
While New York has some four or five cluba 
where dinners are served, London has about 
thirty, some of which have over 1,500 mem- 
bers, of whom many belong to several clubs— 
at all events until they marry and start es- 
tablishments. Azain, it is contrary to usage 
in London for ladies after theater and opera 
lo goto restaurants. The wealthier class are 
infinitely more comfortable at supper at 
home. ‘Fhe people who would here adjourn 
from Wallack’s to De!monico’s would there 
adjourn to Belgrave or Kitun Squareto find 
in their own dining-rooms an admirable 
supper served in perfection by their own men 
servants. HKstablishments are so large and 
well administered that the entertaining whi:h 
here involves trouble there involves little or 
none. A Jady would simply say to her but- 
ler, “We skall be ten at supper,” and her 
husband would tell him what wines would be 
needed. What need have such people to go 
to restaurants’ There are two or three fash- 
lonable night clubs in London where supper 
isservedtocor4a.m., and to which mem- 
bers adjourn atsuch hours from the House 
of Commons. In New York a well-served. 
even simple, supper could not be procured at 
all at such an bour, Itis a curious circum- 
stance that Paris took the idea of restaurants 
trom those London coffee-houses and taverns 
in Which Dryden and Johnson delighted to 
relax themselves. The fashionab'e— restau- 
rantlifeof Paris dates Only from the latter 
partof the last century. The ante-Revoiu- 
ion vrandees had superb cooks, immense 
cstablishments, and ate at home. [: was 
fterthe Revolution,when aristrocr vic esta. 
‘Ishmevts were swept awry, and persons who 
had money were afraid of showing it lest 
they shanld excite jealousy, that restaurants 
began to be so marked a feature of Parisian 
life. Tothe great bulk of middle-class En- 
‘ishinen, as to the majority of Americins 
“hose palate has not been eaiucated up to 
high-class French cookery, it is not by any 
means Particularly palatable. A large num- 
her of well-to-do Americans, in their secret 
carts, like best to dine off a first-rate joint 


served with plenty of vegetables and to finish 
with a dessert of ice-cream and cakes. In the 
large cities the richer are apt gradually to get 
ataste for entrees and entremets, but many 

ay for and pretend to like Delmonico’s del- 
cacies because they are the fashion, who re- 
ally care little about them, and thousands of 
rich men here would but little appreciate the 
choicest entrees which Mr. Sam Ward could 
order. Outside, aye, and| inside, of our first 
cities a family dinner, even among the afilu- 
ent, is a very plain affair of roast and boiled, 
and so it is likely to remain, both here andin 
England, because it suits the taste of the bulk 


of the people.

A RELIC, 


Counterfeiting the Currency of the 
Reaim in Jackson’s Time. 
From the Ravenden Springs Heraid. 

A few days ago some children while playing 
under the house of Mrs. Milner, who resides 
about one mile south of town, found a copper 
plate, which they carried to Mrs. M. After 
the plate was washed and cleaned off it was 
found to have letters and characters engraved 
upon it, but the good lady was unconscious of 
wheal it was andits true value. Dr. J. N. 
Warwick, of Walnut Ridge, was visiting the 
house a few days later, and was shown the 

late, and then it was presentedto him. The 
Doctor was able to divine some ofthe words 
by the aid of a magnifying glass, but 
it was not until an impression had been 
made from it. on the Herald 
press, could be distinguished the delicately 
engraved reading upon its face, The plate 
was undoubtedly used for counterfeiting na- 
tional bank notes in Jackson’s day. ‘There 
was an old building stood on the site of Mrs. 


‘Milner’s present residence, and here, doubt- 


less, was the headquarters of a band of 
counterfeiters who manufactured’ the 
“queer” and distributed it abroad among 
the people. This conclusion is made more 
patent from the fact that counterfeit coins 
of various denominations have also been 
found at the same place the plate was 
fi und. 

The plate referred to was used for the 
printing of bills of the denomination of $20. 
In each corner isthe bust of some promi- 
nent character; the number 20, engraved in 
large figures on an oval, appears in two 
places on the upper part of the bill, on either 
side the coat of arms of the United States, and 
also in large script figures in the middle of 
the bill. The following is the reading of tne 
bill: |

On the opposite side of the plate is the pic- 
ture of an old-fashioned windlass at which 
two men are at work, and in the distance 
stands a maiden with frizzied hair and laugh- 
ing eyes. Inthe upper right hand corner we 
are able to distinguish this verse: 

We thought the world, the more it grew, 

Should with its age he wiser too; 

Experience is a useful sage 

To check the vices of the age, 

But all her maxims are despised 

And Pride and silly-Fashicn prized. 

There is other reading of asomewhat vulgar 
character on the reverse side of the plate, and 
it would seem that the counterfeiters had be- 
gun work on that side first, and by some slip 
spoiled the plate. We have impressions from 
both sides in our office, which can be seen by 
all who wish.

The great att action of the eveming is the 
gambling pavilion which occupies almost one 
entire side of the plaza. All around the 
building is a promenade and along this walk 
are the gambling tables.

MOB LAW RAMPANT. 


—_—— + 


How Illinois People Dispose of Brutal 
Murderers. 


Bioomington Special to Chicago Tribune, 8rd. 
About 6:30 this evening three discharges of 
a revolver following each other in rapid suc- 


cession were beard in the county jail. Then 
the people on the street began to cry: ‘‘Po- 
lice! police !’? and run towards the jail build- 


ing at the corner of ‘Centre and Market 
streets. Immediately rumor prevailed that 
the prisoners had obtained pistols, had killed 
the Sheriff and Jailer, and were making their 
escape. The fact was a_ prisoner named 
Charles Pierce, 1 horse-thief, had murdered 
Teddy Franks, the County Jailer. Franks, 
while changing tke prisoner Pierce, alias 
Howlett. from one cell to another, was mur- 
dered in cold blood by Piere®, who seized the 
Jailer’s revolver from Franks’ hip pocket, 
shooting him three times and killing him in- 
stantly. Thethird shot, a large ball, went 
clear through the body. 

Witbin afew moments after this tragedy 
bad occurred, a large number of people hail 
gathered infront of the north door of the 
jail, within which the body of Teddy Franks 
was lying stark in death. Walking among tne 
people. you could hear men say: “This is too 
bad! This comes from the failure of our 
courts to punish crime. He ought to be hung.” 

“Don’t stirup a mob!” a law-and-order 
man would say. ‘“‘Let the law take its 
course.’ ’ 

“The law be damned,’ was the reply. 
‘There is no law against murder and other 
crime in MeLean county. He ought to be 
hanged.” 

Then some one cried: 

19) 

Cheers followed this, and other voices 
cried: **Take him out!’? After an hour’s ex- 
citement, a rush was made, and the work of 
breaking into the jail was commenced. For 
two hoursthe mob worked at the jail with 
sledge-hammers and battering-rams made 
of great pieces of timber. Sheriff Alor and 
his deputies and the city police soon ascer- 
tained that they could do nothing to restrain 
the reckless men and boys who composed the 
assaulting crowd. Fully 5,000 persons were 
in the howling, yelling multitude. The ofli- 
cers did what they could to delay the mob’s 
progress. Several prominent citizens, in- 
cluding Senator Fifer and others, attempted 
to get the ear of the excited men who were 
battering the jail wall down, butin vain. At 
last the mob guined admittance to the jail, se- 
cured the murdener of Franks, took him to 
atree on Market street, near the northeast 
corner of Centre and Market, put a rope 
around his neck, threw one end across a 
branch, and pulled the culprit up. One of 
the mob climbed up the tree and out upon 
the branch to which the murderer was han-- 
ing, and, amid the cheers of the delighted 
people, pulled the hanging body up three or 
four feet and let it drop. 

‘Pull bim up higher!” the crowd would 
crv. Tbe man on the branch would comply 
with the request and let the body drop with 
u dull thud, while the savage crowd would 
cheer and laugh. The knot was slipped 


‘‘Let us take him 


behind the head of the corpse, and the 
head was%;thrown forward. The eyis 
stared and the pale face turned from 


side to side, a spectacle which the mid- 
dened crowd seemed to enjoy. It cheered 
and yelled, and shouted: **fhere’s law for 
you!’? “Damn the courts!” was cried here 
and there. At last the man on the branch 
euugbt the rope, slipped down it, threw his 
legs around the neck of the corpse, and 
jumped to the ground. The crowd seemed 
to be delighted at this feat. Itcheered and 
velied and shouted. While the work of 
breaking the jall was going on the greatest 
excitement prevailed. The Sheriff and his 
deputies and severai of the police force stood 
in the doors ana pleaded for peace, and order- 
ed and fought the angry crowd, thirsting for 
the biood of the man who killed the man 


they all dearly loved. The  bansing 
of the battering ram, the blows 
of the heavy axe, the clamor of 


the sledge-hammers and the click of the 
hammer-chiset on the iron doors rang out 
with doleful and exciting sound. The yells 
und screams of the excited mob drowned 
down the shouts of tie officers, and the 
thousands of people in the rear of the assail- 
ants cheered continuously. There were a 
vyreat Many women in tats vast crowd, who 
plodded with the rest through the muddy 
streets and joined in the cheering, and ocei- 
sionally btandkerchiefs in women’s hands 
would fhitter above the mob. After some 
time the door and window opening out of the 
Ofiice Were burst in, and, with clubs, the 
crowd and officers fought fora considerable 
length of time. When the leaders gained an 
entrance to the office the cheers rang long 
and Joud. The same dead sounds were 
then beard on the massive iron door 
that led tothe jail proper. and, finally, that 
strong, heavy obstacle fell asif pine, and the 
shouts and cries were indescribable. The 
mob being outside, an oflicer designated the 
murderer, Who was in_ his cell praying for 
mercy. He was instantly seized, a large rope 
placed around his neck, and he was jerked 
and dragged out of the jail through the mud 
to the maple-tree, where,inthe presence of 
»,000 people, be was hanged. About that 
time rain began to fall, though the great 


crowd lingered about, wading in 
the mud, and b streaming gas- 
light viewing tbe dangling murderer. 


Whenthe murderer was raised the first time 
Ofticer Bailey, of the police force, imperiled 
his life by running in, cutting the rope and 
letting Pierce fall to the ground. In at- 
tempting to repeat it he came near being 
killed. A large number of people climbed on 
top of a shed to witness the execution, when 
the building went crashing to the ground. 
Strangely, none were seriously hurt. After 
thirty minutes the murderer was cut down 
and the Coroner took charge of the body. 

The officers called out the Fire Deparment 
to quell the riot by throwing water on the 
crowd. When the steamer was on the ground 
the cries **Cut the hose’’ convinced them 
that it would not do, and they went back. 

The ringing fire bells called hundreds more, 
and made things more exciting. 

Senator Fifer, formerly State’s Attornev, 
P. B. Porter, State’s Attorney, and Ivory I. 
Pike were at the jail, amd did all they could to 
quiet the mob, promising thatthe murderer 
should be tried and punished, but their 
pleadings and promises were hooted at, 
*¢+Justice and the courts are a farce! We 
have seen too much of aig Santa ? and 
the like were tbrust at the officers. Only yes- 
terday the decision reversing the case against 
Patsy Devine for murdering Aaron Goodfel- 
low was received here, andno doubt it was 

artially responsible for this mob violence. 

*eopie know Devine isguilty, and think he 
bad afairtrial, and the case having been re- 
versed after he was sentenced to hang exas- 
perated them. 

Mr. Goodfellow, father of Aaron Goodfel- 
low, the murdered man, was one of the first 
tocry amob, and tried toexcite them to 
lynch both Pierce and Devine. 

Foratime it was apprehended that the

crowd would lynch both Devine and Pierce, 
but Devine casteuely escaped untouche’. 
here Jailer Franks and lived 
here over twenty years, and his death is uni- 
: versally lamented. He was an efficient offi- 
cer and a highly esteemed man. Pierce was 
twenty years old, medium size, smooth face, 
brown bair and a hard-looking person. . He 
bore the reputation of avery bad man. — Oaly 
yesterday, while Jailer Franks was in the 
jail, Pierce remarked to him how easily he 
could take his revolver and kill him. Eranks 
had great confidence in all his prisoners, and 
little he anticipate that he 
meant what he was saying. Peo- 

le at Jacksonville, where _ Pierce 
lived for along time, say he was subject to 
epileptic fits, and thought that his mind was 
not exactly right, though they held him 
responsible for his acts. Yesterday, white 
being taken to the Court-house to lead guil- 
ty to horse-stealing, he had a fit which lasted 
two hours, though some placed little confi- 
dence inits genuineness. The only other 
mob in McLean county crying for blood was 
in 1865. Marshal Bull shot one Patrick 
Coyle during a police trial. Several huydred 
of Coyle’s friends surrounded the jai and 
threatened violence, but dispersed without 
doing any personal injury. By reason of this 


horiible tragedy the saloons were 
Giosed = at 10 _ this evening, tht 
further trouble might te averted. By 


midnight the great crowd which a few hours 
previeds was cravink for the life-blood of the 
assassin had dispersed, going to their re- 
spective homes, and quiet was again com- 
pletely restored. This was the first hanging 
| that ever occurred in this county. As 
Pierce was taken out of his cell he said to the 
Sheriff, “I wantto say something.”’ ‘‘I have 
nothing to do with this,” replied the Sheriff, 
and the mob hurried the murderer out of the 
jail. As he was being led along he cried: 
‘*Give me five minutes to pray.’”’ 

‘‘This is not a good time fur praying,’ cried 
some one. 

‘‘Gentlemen,’”’ he shouted, ‘‘I have a moth- 


‘-So had the man you murdered!” was the 
reply. Bite 

Franks, the murdered man, was in his 41st 
year. He went intothe army at the breaking 
out of the war, and served four years. Upon 
returning he became a member of the fire de- 
partment, as driver of a steamer, in which 
capacit e served six years. He had acted 
as turnkey for threevears. He was married 
twice. His first wife died about sixteen 
years ago, leaving a girl baby, who has now 
almost reached womanhood. His second 
wife is a lady well Known and esteemed. Llis 
father and mother are both living,and are 
known by nearly every onein Bloomington. 
The prisoners deeply regret Franks’ death, 
ove of them remarking to a reporter this 
evening, **We’ll never get another man in 
Teddy’s place who will be as good to us as he 
was.’’

MODERN PREACHING. 


The Methods of the Youth who Has 

Saved 19,000 Souls. 

From the Chicago Times, 3d. 
tev. Thomas Harrison,the self-styled evan- 
gelist, began his wandering dissertation at 
Park Avenue Church yesterday morning, by 
eulogizing John the Baptist. He said that 
manv professed Christians did not live near 
enough to the Savior to be on familiar terms, 
and in that respect John was ahead several 
points. Hewas the disciple whom Jesus 
loved, and Mr. Harrison was free to confess 
that he believed Jesus had favorites. These 
favorites were those who stuck to him the 
closest; and right here a professor who had 
mentioned **Amen” in his neighbor’s ear, 
said something that sounded like *‘stalwart.”’ 
The evangelist then proceeded to tangle his 
fingers together, and asserted tnathe knew 


he was predestined to go to heaven, 
live with the angels, and dwell 
with the blest. While he had 


helped as an individual to bring about this 
condition of beatitude, and had worked but 
toa limited extent his own salvation, he 
knew that he was going to glory anyway, this 
pleasantidea having been impressed upon 
him by Jesus when he (Harrison) was leav- 
irgthe old homesteadin New Hampshire. 
The evangelist broke off at this point, and re- 
ferred to the weather and the crowded house, 
when in point of fact the house was not 
half-filled.

He said that 
the looms were nushed, the stores were 
clo-el, and there was a general cessation of 
all kinds of traflic, and yet throughout the 
city there Was a stir. It wasthe rustle of 
the millions who were engaged at this 
moment in looking after the souls sal- 
vation. The old prophet. said man alone 
has God on his side, and He is stronger than 
E ijah madejthe test and had two 
altars built; the unbelievers called upon Baal 
to help them, and then they called louder, as 
their god was probably asleep or had gone 
bunting or fishing. Then Elijah said: **It’s 
ny time,” and he called upon God,and Abra- 
bam, and Isaac, and Jacob, and then came a 
bolt Which consumed the altars and the very 
stones.”* The doubting thousand then cried: 
‘The Lord is good!’ andthey were saved 
thatday. ‘Do not delay longer,’’ said Mr. 
Hiarrison, ‘fas there are some people who 
would like to send the preacher to the Pvor- 
Iiouse.” As no collection had been taken up 
fora few moments, the remark was regarded

Members and others were then towed around - 
the mourner’s bench, and a season of silent 
prayer followed, broken into somewhat 
inopportunely by the evangelist, who 
Whispered to his tune-starter and 
asked what was the number of the next hymn. 
After this had been sung, according to pro- 
Mgg nme te regular minister of the church, 
Dr. Strobridge, said that another collection 
should be taken up in order to defray the ex- 
penses of the week of salvation, but on ac- 
count of the overwhelming evidence of the 
Spirit it would be postponed until the after- 
noon service.

ANTIQUITY OF JOKES. 


f the Stand-Bys That Have De- 
—,. fied Oid Time. 
From the London Telegraph. 

“Gravity of demeanor” is, we apprehend, 
little if at all inconsistent with a genius for 
jocularity. Democritus, who, next to Diog- 
enes, said perhaps more good things than 
apy other philosovh: r of antiquity, is described 
as “very melancholy by nature, averse from 
company in his later days and much given to 
solitaripess.”? Douglas Jerrold, one of the 
keenest wits of the Victorian era, was not 
only grave but anxious in demeanor, and 
Thomas Hood the elder, who could make 
‘‘screaming”’ jokes even out of the complica- 
tion of maladies which tortured him, was 
facially the picture of sadness. When we 
turn to the two great masters of humor and 
pathos of our age, it will be remembered that 
the habitual expression of Charles Dickens 
was one of concentrated sternness, and that 
the ordinary mien of William Makepeace 
Thackeray was of extra-judicial gravity. 
There was a host of good stories in the 
“Table Talk” of Samvel Rogers, but the out- 
ward and visible appearance of the banker- 
poet was the reverse Of mirthful. It was 
ghastly and cadaverous to an alarming degree 
—so much so, indeed, that a French footman 
to whom Kogers had, on entering a room, 
given by mistake the card of Thomas Moore 
instead of his own, announced him to the 
company as ‘*Monsieur le Mort.” 

It is curious that criticism should have 
taken so iittle cognizance of the fact that ‘‘the 
original Joe Miller’? should bave been, in 
spirit if not in substance, neither Joe himself 
nor Jobn Mottles, alias ‘*Elijan Jenkins, 
Esq.,”? but the *“‘greatest, meanest, wisest of 
mankind,” Francis Bacon, Baron Verulam 
and Viscount St. Albans. Lord Macaulay in 
his review of Bazil Montagu’s “‘Life and 
Works of Bacon,’? incidental!y mentions that 
the illustrious. philosopher ‘‘dictated from 
memory, Without referring to any book, on a 
day when illness had rendered him incapable 
of serious study, the best collection of jess in 
the world.’? Hard students of the three 
hundred and odd “fapophthegms” dictated 
by KBacen to his secretary will fully indorse 
the justice of Macaulay’s verdict. They show 
the amazing depth and variety of his learning, 
bis wonderful memory, his shrewd apprecia- 
tion of the good things said by his contempo- 
raries and bis own keen sense of wit and hu- 
mor. There are few ‘Joes’ equa! to the joke 
related by Bacon bimself of the ‘plain old 
man at Buxton who sold besoms,” and who, 
ona young spendthbrift coming to him fora 


broom upon trust, made auswer to-him, 
‘‘Kriend, hast thou no money? Borrow of 
tbhv back and borrow of thy beliy. They’ll 


ne’er ask thee again; I shall be dunning thee 
every day.”? Again thereis the story of the 
witty rogue who bargained with a lace man to 
be supplied for a certain small sum with as 
much lace as would measure ‘from ear to 
éar,”? and who went on to explain that one ear 
was on his head, but thatthe other was nailed 
to the pillory at Bristo)]. Then there isthe 
irresistibly comic story of the impudent thief 
in the dock who, Knowing his case to be des- 
perate, cried out when he was called upon to 
plead, ‘‘I charge youintbe King’s name to 
seize upon and take away that man in the red 
gown’—meaning the judge—*‘for I go in dan- 
ger of my life for fear of him.’’?’ Those fami- 
liar with the medern American **Joe’’ of the 
suitor who had lost his cause, and flinging 
down aflve-dollar bill on the table ofthe court 
excisimed, ‘‘Fine me that for contempt,’’ 
may be interested to read in the ‘‘Apoph- 
thegms” the story of the sailor who, being 
fined two shillings for swearing, asked what 
the mulct was for cursing. He was answered 
sixpence, Whereupon he pulled a half-crown 
from his pocket, and cursing the court all 
round as a company of knaves and fools, bade 
the clerk keep the half crown as he never 
liked **changing of money.’’ American hu- 
morists have indeed incurred, albeit perhaps 
unconsciously, a heavy amount of indebted- 
ness to the old jest books for some of their 
newest and dryest stories. There has been 

recently paraphrased and calmly appropriated 
by Mark Twain an anecdote of a Scotchmen 
who enters an eating house in Holborm Hilt 

and cal's for a penny loaf. Then he says that 
he has changed bis mimd, and that he will 

have a pennyworth of beer instead. This 

process he repeats twelve times, and he is then 

going on bis way, rejoicing and full of veer, 

when the cookshop keeper demands payment 
for ris beer. ‘‘I gave youa penny loaf for 

each mug of beer,’’ answered the canny 

Scott. ‘*But you have not paid for the 
loaves,”’? continued the incensed Boniface. 

“ButI had them not,” replied the Scot. 

Tbis story is found mM an old cheap book pub- 

lished late in the seventeenth century; and it 
is very probably a survival of some medi- 
eval joke current among the schoolmen,siuce 

it humor hinges on a false premise of logic. 

For the rest the original jest may be many 

thousamds of years old, and may have been 

one of Julius Cvsar’s collection of apoph- 

thegms, the loss of which Bacon, in the in- 

troduction of his own ‘tante Joe Millerism,’’ 
so pathetically deplores. There is nothing 
new under the sun—especially in the miatter 
of jokes.

Insteadof being a Sur- 
den to her family she had been the muin 
support of six smai! brothers and sisters, and 
had broughtthem all up to be useful and 
honest people. Another prize was given to 
an old man who bad consumed his fortune in 
doing god, and after having reduced himse!f 
te an income of[#20Ua year, still contrived to 
maintain a crippled sister in comfort on this 
smallsum. Of course, part of the virtue of 
these virtuous people consists in the fact that 
they all have to be sought out by the Acade- 
mv, and are reluctant to have their goodness 
made the object of a public commendation. 

It is the successful and beneficent opera- 
tion of this odd scheme in France which leads 
us to call attention to it here, and to suxyvest 
its udoption in America. Wealthy people are 
always being told what to do with their 
money, but few ofthese gratuitous sug es- 
tions will stwike them so favorabiy as will 
this one. Ifthere are sucn good p2ople as 
thozeiistanced above in Paris; how muny 
there must bein the comodarativelv pastoral 
community of New York! Virtue must even 
extend tothe rich in such asimple society as 
ours, and there must be good milHonaires 
who will take the hint now viven to them. 

How it would strengthen our faith ion vir- 
tue to have an annual exhibition of its prev- 
alence among us, just as We have an annual 
exhibition of flowers, dogs or mactinery. 
And it would not do virtue any hirm to find 
itself apvreciated and made the recipieat of 
some of the solid comforts of the world, 
which are so often bestowed upon vice. It 
would touch the hearts of the frivolous to 
have their attentionthus annua'ly directed to 
the shady sides of life. It would cheer the 
gloomy to see that others bad worse trials 
than theirs and bore them better, and the un- 
easy people who are always sighing »Seciuse 
their life seems so uneventful or their work 
so petty would see how the humblest life 
= aeons when bravely and virtuously 
ived. 


With this French system of awanls we 
should see light in places which now seem 
utterly dark to us. Instances of goodness 
would be found among plumbers, barbers, 
shoemakers and all those classes of people 
where we now suppose it to have ceased to 
exist. The first annual report would prob- 
ably call attention to at least one cook who 
did not get drunk and lie in the ash-barrel, 


‘or one “up stairs girl’? who remained three 


weeks in the same situation. The very 
thought of such a discovery is enough to 
recommend our proposal, and we need say 
no more. 


A Horse With a History. 
From the Dubuque (la.) Times. 


A war horse which died on a farm near 
Keokuk the other day had a history which 
will be ofinterest in these days of soldiers’ 
reunions. The horse referred to was owned 
by the late Gen. Hugb T. Reid, of Keokuk. 
It was rode by him at Sniloh. At that battle 
Gen. Reid fell wounded from the back of his 
steed. Infact, horse and rider went down 
together, the horse being struck in the chest, 
the ball lodging in the posterior of tne right 
shoulder joint, from which place it was ex- 
tracted by Surgeon Gibbon. He was also 
wounded in several other places in the same 
battle, twice in the upper portions of the 
neck and many times sfightly about the fet- 
locks and ears. In this battle every mounted 
officer of the regiment which the sGeneral— 
then a colonel—commanded, was dismount- 
ed. Hcr-e and rider both recovered and par- 
ticipated in many other envagements. When 
the war was «nded Gen. Reid brought home 
witb him tue steed that had so allantly car- 
ried him, and after age had unitted him for 
further service had him taken to his broth- 
er’sfarm. Gen. Reid died a few years ago 


from the result of his wounds.
